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ing. Here too organizations can cut the expense corners. 
By pooling advertising expenditures, organizations can put 
their communities on the map in a very effective way. We 
have one or two striking examples of success along this 
line in the Holstein breed. 

The advantages of such combination advertising are 
many. They have some disadvantages:—First of all club 
advertising, because it impresses a buyer with the fact that 
here is a community where he can make as big a selection 
as desired, is sure to be attractive. It overcomes one of 
his chief objections to dealing with individuals when he is 
in the market for any quantity of stuff. Secondly, club ad- 
vertising, through pooling of interests, gives the community 
a loud voice which can be heard—an expenditure of suf- 
ficient size to compel attention. The advertising of today 
that is most successful strikes a dominant note, not only 
dominant in facts, but dominant in the size and general 
characteristics which make it stand out. 

The handling of club advertising is a matter that has 
been given much attention, but as a publisher we cannot 
believe that it is of much value unless some one person is 
made responsible for it. The logical person, of course, is 
the secretary. Publications prefer to deal with one man, 
particularly if they are selling to a club. That man should 
receive the inquiries, check the insertions, arrange with the 
advertising service department for copy and pay the bills. 
He should do this in the interest of more effective coopera- 
tion from the publisher. 

In the interests of more effective cooperation from the 
breeder he should be furnished with a list of the stock 
which every member has to sell and some arrangement 
should be made whereby this list could be kept up to date. 
He should be able to tell without much trouble where the 
stock can be purchased. Buyers are blowing in from all 
corners of the Holstein field and they want to know, and 
the secretary gains much in the estimation of buyers if he 
has the information at hand. The secretary should have a 
definite policy as to taking care of buyers. They should be 
accorded every courtesy and the members of his organiza- 
tion whose farms he intends to visit should be notified of 
the pending arrival of purchasers. It is an important mat- 
ter that a buyer gain a favorable first impression, and 
a little cooperation on the part of breeders will help mater- 
ially along this line. 

These things I have been telling you of apply mainly to 
the work that can be done in getting the outside world to 
understand just how a county stands with the Holstein, or 
rather how the Holstein stands with your county. There is 
another opportunity we should never overlook—the oppor- 
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tunity of making Holstein converts at home. We may think 
from the position we occupy within the fold that there is 
nobody outside the Holstein coral, but a careful inspection 
will usually reveal a few misguided souls who need the 
healing influence of good Holstein gospel. Therefore be 
ready to talk Holsteins all the while. Don’t lose an oppor. 
tunity to sing the praises of the Holstein. Talk, don't 
whisper. You may have heard the story of how Arthyr 
Brisbane illustrated to a friend of his why the friend's aq. 
vertising was not a success. While they were discussing 
the point Mr. Brisban’s cat walked into the room in the 
very quiet insignificant way that cats have. Brisbane 
pointed to the cat and said to his friend, “Do you want to 
know why your advertising failed? It’s because you adver. 
tise like my cat walked into this room. If I didn’t happen to 
be looking pretty hard I wouldn’t know that she was there” 
So it is with our Holstein talks. We've got to speak right 
up so people can hear us. It isn’t necessary to find any 
particular fault with other breeds or to get our prospective 
converts hot under the collar with a lot of bombastic argy.

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Keeping the State Organizations on Their 
Toes 


H organization of a Holstein club, or in faet, any 
other kind of a club is not a difficult matter. The real 
problem is to keep it going effectively after the first 

flush of enthusiasm has had time to wear off. It is a phy 
sical impossibility for an organization to stand still—if it 
is not moving ahead, it most certainly is slipping backward. 
Stated in general terms, the answer to the problem of 
keeping an organization alive and functioning, and of 
maintaining interest and enthusiasm on the part of the 
membership, is to deliver service to them and provide 
something for them to do in connection with the activ- 
ities of the organization. By that we do not mean that 
every man should be given an office in the club, or 
put on the board of directors in order to keep him in- 
terested in its welfare, but if the members can feel 
that their own individual efforts are helping the prop- 
osition along, and if concrete evidence of that fact can 
become apparent, in just so much greater degree will 
the organization command the active support of its mem- 
bers. The re-organized state organizations are really 
just getting started and the fruits of their work will not be 
fully apparent until at least another year. On this account, 
their critical period will undoubtedly come when the re- 
newal memberships are sought for the second year. In oth- 
er words, it will be necessary in most cases to go before the 
membership for continued financial support before the re- 
sults of the expenditures of the money already paid in 
have had time to become fully appreciated. The state 
sales that are being held under the auspices of the 
state organizations serve the double purpose of placing 


funds in the state treasuries and also of furnishing 
tangible evidence of a service which the state associa- 
tion is performing. An opportunity for both the state 
and local clubs to put in some efforts that will show 
and that will be of real value to the breeders and to 


the organization is furnished by the special classifications 
at the state and national shows this year. If all of the 


county and state organizations make the most of the 
opportunity thus extended, we shall see the greatest 
Holstein shows all around the circuit this year in the 


history of the breed—shows so impressive that their 
value in Holstein extension work and in arousing Holstein 
enthusiasm will be almost beyond computation. Every 
breeder wil! share in the benefits accruing from this stimu- 
lant to the industry, so it is up to the individual breeder to 
get back of his organization in t} work and go the 
limit in his cooperation. We want to suggest also that

Southern dairymen but of the entire Holstein industry. 
We believe that the time for action in relation to this 
Southern development is here now The extension de- 


partment of the National Association is planning to give 
the South some special attention within the next few 
months, and there is talk of a Holstein demonstration 
train to make a trip through the Southern states. This 
is all very well as far as it goes, but it does not go far 
enough. The directors of the New York Holstein-Friesian 
Association are seriously considering sending a show 
herd of New York Holsteins around the Southern fair 
circuit. We should like to see several state organiza 
tions take that step. thus making a corking good exhibit 
of Holsteins that would make an impressive showing at 
the fairs where Jerseys have been accustomed to dom- 
inate.

This prize. which is offered under rules 
and conditions provided by the Bureau of Animal Indus- 


try. United States Department of Agriculture, will be 
paid to that county in the United States which first be- 
comes free from inferior sires, which is fo say,—sires 
other than purebreds. The word “sires”, according 
the terms of the offer, includes stallions, bulls, jacks, 
rams, boars and bucks. All owners of males kept for 
breeding purposes in the classes mentioned, and a ma- 


jority of other livestock owners in the county, must have 


declared their intention of hereafter using nothing but 


purebred sires by joining the Better Sires—Better Stock 
‘ampaign of the Bureau of Animal Industry. The prize 


money will be deposited in a local bank to the credit of 
the county agent, official of the county livestock organ- 
ization, or other person or persons considered best qual- 
ified to administer the fund, and it will be maintained as 
a revolving fund from which loans may be made to per 
sons desiring to purchase purebred sires in any of the 
classes mentioned. After three years from date of the 
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award, the fund, with accumulated interest, will be dis- 
tributed in five equal prizes in open competition for the 
most meritorious young stock resulting from the useof pure- 
pred sires. There will be one prize each for horses, beef 
cattle, dairy cattle, sheep and swine. Entries are to be 
made by county agents or officials of county livestock 
organizations by letter to Chapin & Company, or the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry at Washington, D. C. There is 
no doubt but that the Better Sires—Better Stock cam- 
paign of the Bureau of Animal Industry is one of the 
greatest and most important undertakings in the livestock 
world today. We therefore feel we are voicing a universal 
sentiment amoung breeders of livestock when we express 
our appreciation of the action of Chapin & Company in put 
ting up this liberal money prize. We hope to see the 
amount grow substantially from other sources as the cam- 
paign gains momentum.

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cided upon by the judge. Our corres- 
pondent takes exception to the con- 
duct of the preliminary hearings 
characterizing them as “star chamber 
sessions” and held them up as _ suf- 
ficient reason for Cabana’s bringing 
his case into court. In this connec- 
tion we would like to inquire if our 
correspondent believes that a grand 
jury, while investigating the case, 
should invite the representatives of 
the newspapers to hear the evidence. 
That was exactly the position of the 
Executive Committee. It was carry- 
ing on an investigation in an effort 
to get at the facts which would be 
presented to the Board of Directors 
where Mr. Cabana would have an op- 
portunity to cross-examine witnesses, 
present evidence in behalf of his rec- 
ords, and where the press and public 
would be freely admitted. That such 
action was contemplated all along was 
proven by action of the committee in 
the Buffalo meeting where the sec- 
retary Was instructed to prepare and 
send out to all interested parties the 
notice of such a hearing, to be con- 
ducted exactly as the court later di- 
rected. Our correspondent states 
that the “Buffalo trial seems to dis- 
close the fact that the Association Com- 
mittee had expected to railroad 
through their decision’. This is not 
true, although it was charged by coun- 
sel for Cabana, and their statements 
were plainly refuted by presentation 
of the instruction to the secretary 
for sending out the notice of the 
Chicago meeting referred to above. 
Lack of familiarity with legal pro- 
cedure is indicated in the implication 
that the very fact of the judge grant- 
ing a temporary injunction had any 
particular bearing on the merits of 
the case. It is necessary merely to 
make a complaint to the judge and 
ask for relief. The court does not 
zo deeply into those things. There 
is no argument on the other side. In 
fact the granting of the temporary in- 
junction was the first step in Cabana’s 
legal action against the association. 
It is no sign that you are guilty of an 
offense simply because I start a law- 
suit against vou.

The successtul operation of a cow test 
ing association has meant greater in- 
terest in dairying for the community 
and greater profits to the individual 
dairyman. 

That our Kansas have 
come to appreciate the value of Ad- 
vanced Registry records is indicated 
by the increase in the amount of test- 
ing being done in the state. During 
1917 there were S88 cows tested for 
seven days and 1918, 194. In 1919 
this had increased to 448. The num- 
ber of breeders doing seven day test- 
ing increased 43.5 per cent in 1918 over

The arguments advanced for plac- 
than October are 
that cattle can be fitted better for a 
later sale, and, as rule, the market 
is in better condition for animals of 
the high quality that will be shown 
at New /York’s first offering. The 
place of the sale will be decided at 
the next meeting of the Board. Sev- 
eral places are being considered. 

A mistake has been made in pre- 
vious announcements in the World as 
to the requirements of animals of 
milking age. The rule as formulated 
by the Board of Directors reads: “For 
animals in milk, individuality is to be 
made the first consideration with all 
the records that can be obtained.” 
For young animals not in milk and 
for bulls, the dams must have 30 lb. or 
its equivalent in the younger classes 
or 1000-lb. yearly records or its equiv- 
alent in the younger classes. Individ- 
uality is the first requirement for 
every animal entering the sale. 

Inquiries have been received asking 
what records in the junior forms are 
equivalent to the 30 Ib. full age rec- 
ord. The advanced registry require- 
ments for a full age cow are 15 Ib. 
butter in seven days. Therefore, the 
sale requirements are exactly double 
the requirements for entry to the ad- 
vanced registry class, which would 
make the sale requirements as _ fol- 
lows: 2-year-olds, 18 lb. butter; 3- 
year-olds, 22 Ilbs.; 4-year-olds 26 Ib.

Last month Mr. Harry Hayward, a 
representative of the Aver Advertis- 
ing Ageney of Philadelphia, Penna., 
visited New York State and selected 
fifty (50) head of bred two-vear-old 
heifers.

Gum- 
mer, Maxwell and Frank A. Gifford 
In the selection of this shipment Mr. 
Hayward paid little attention to breed- 
ing or records but insisted that the 
animals be good individuals of ex- 
cellent conformation, and gave pref- 
erence to herds under Federal super- 
vision.

When we consider that the 
cost of running this office last year 
amounted to $181,000, a fair idea can 
be gained of what it costs Holstein 
breeders to make simple mistakes.

Holsteins Lead in Wisconsin Associa- 
tions 


According to the monthly news let- 
ter sent out by the University of Wis- 
consin and covering all the cow test- 
ing associations of the state, the Hol- 
stein breed is getting quite a start 
over the other breeds in Wisconsin 
testing associations. The report 
covers the month of June and shows 
the leading cow as well as the leading 
herd in each of the 68 associations in 


the state. Of the 68 we find that 35 
are led by Holsteins, grade or pure 


bred, 22 by Guernseys, 4 by Jerseys, 


t by natives, 1 by a Shorthorn, 1 by 
Brown Swiss, 1 by a cow of mixed 
breeding. In other words during. the 
month of June a Holstein cow headed 
more cow testing associations than 
did the cows of all other breeds com 
bined. Not only that but the leading 
cow of any breed in any of the asso 
ciations 


Was a grade Holstein owned 
by Lewis Seering of the Horicon as 
sociation, with a production of 95.9 
Ibs. butterfat. 

When we come to a consideration ot 
the high average herd in each associa- 
tion, we find the black and white cow 
making an even better showing, 38 of 
the 6S associations having a Holstein 
herd as the leading herd. 19 associa 
tions are led by Guernsey herds, 6 bs 
Jerseys and 2 by herds containing 
both Holsteins and Jerseys, one by 
Brown Swiss, one by native and one 
by a mixed herd. Considering only the 
leading herds of each association, we 
find that the five highest are all Hol- 
stein herds, or at least have some Hol- 
steins in them. The highest is a grade 
Holstein herd owned by B. Erdmann 
of the Winchester association with an 
average of 59.9 lbs. butterfat for the 
month made from 1586 Ibs. milk. It so 
happens that the milk average is also 
the highest. The second high herd 
with an average of 56 lbs. butterfat 
from 1175 Ibs. milk is composed of 
grade Holsteins and registered Jer- 
sevs and is owned by H. Handrich of 
the Tuxembureg association. Third 
place goes to the grade Holstein herd 
of John Martensen of the Plover-Mara- 
thon with an average of 52 lbs. butter- 
fat from 1351 Ibs. milk. Another grade 
Holstein herd, that of Lewis Seering 
of the Horicon association, holds 
fourth place with 51.5 Ibs. butterfat 
from 1443 Ibs. milk, while the grade 
and purebred herd of Ambrose Wied- 
meyer of the Richfield association 
stands in fifth place. In the list of as 
sociation leaders, every herd — that 
averaged better than 50 Ibs. butterfat 
is a Holstein herd with the exception 
of one that is made up of both Hol 
steins and Jersevs. Of the herds 
averaging over 1100 Ibs. milk for the 
month, 29 are Holstein herds and % 
are Guernseys. 


Minnesota Testing News 


M. H. Fohrman, superintendent of 
official testing in Minnesota. has 
adopted the practice of sending out 
monthly letters giving wider public- 
ity to the official test work which is 
being carried on in the state.

Probably the best example of mod- 
ern dairy barn construction in the 
state of Washington are the new cattle 
barns just completed at the Western 
Washington experiment. station at 
Puyallup at a cost, for both buildings 
and site, of $80,000. The barns are 
built in the form of a capital “H’’, the 
south section or milking barn being 
40x120 feet in size and containing 
stanchions for 30 cows, box-stalls for 
seven test cows and the feed room. 
The north section is a two-story barn 
560x100 feet in size, the lower floor to 
be used as a run for the cattle in wet 
weather and the upper for the stor- 
age of hay and other feed. The con. 
necting section, 30x50 feet, furnishes 
an arena for stock judging classes 
when it is not in use for general barn 
purposes, while west of it and between 
the two barns is a 200-ton tile silo, 
16x42 feet in size. The most modern 
construction has been used through 
out, concrete floors, electric lights and 
thorough drainage being among the 
comforts provided. The barns are 
painted a bright cream, with red roofs. 
They stand in the center of 60 acres 
of cleared hill and bottom land, on the 
brow of a hill just west of the ex- 
periment station grounds, and con- 
spicuous for miles around. The pure- 
bred Holstein and Jersey herds which 
occupy them since the formal presen- 
tation to the public July 7, are in 
charge of H. D. Wiadro. Commercial 
club representatives from several sur- 
rounding cities, members of the sta- 
tion staff and members of the board 
of regents of the state college at Pull- 
man, of which the experiment station 
is a branch, were present at the pre- 
sentation which consisted of a “tour” 
of the buildings, a speaking program 
and a barn dance. 

Plans for strengthening the forces 
of the Black-and-whites in the Yaki- 
ma valley and for uniting these forces 
with those already at work on the 
western slope of the Cascade moun- 
tains in the organization of a state- 
wide Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ as- 
sociation, were made at the annual 
picnic and meeting of the Yakima 
valley (Washington) Holstein breed- 
ers at the “Cascade” farm of William 
Todd & Sons, two miles west of Yak- 
ima, on July 9. Holstein breeders 
from every section of the Yakima val- 
ley were present, and it is unques- 
tionably the sentiment of association 
members that the organization must 
be strengthened—notably because of 
the activity of a recently formed 
rival breed association in territory 
which has heretofore been considered 
preeminently Black-and-White. Closer 
organization was looked to in the ap- 
pointment of K. B. Marks, who is also 
superintendent of the livestock division 
of the Washington State Fair, to see 
that every breeder of Holsteins in 
the valley becomes a member of the 
association. Active promotion of its 
other interests was discussed at the 
meeting, the suggestions including 
the importation of shipment of well 
bred Holsteins, the cooperation of 
the breeders to insure a top-notch di 
play of Holsteins at the fair, and the 
holding of a state sale, after amal-

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gamation with the Western Washing- 
ton associations has been effected, to 
which none but the highest quality in- 
dividuals would be admitted. 

Most of the members who attended 
the picnic brought their wives and 
members of their families, and much 
interest was displayed in the Todd 
herd which has produced such ani- 
mals as Cascade Johanna Illustrites, 
Cascade Fleta Johanna, Cascade 
Marie and Moxee Johanna Korndyke 
Piebe. F. S. Stimson of Hollywood 
farms, Seattle, who was one of the 
speakers on the program following 
the bountiful pienic lunch, took ad- 
vantage of this interest to point out 
in his remarks the value of con- 
structive breeding, with careful ref- 
erence to families and blood lines rep- 
resented. “The indiscriminate breed- 
ing so generally practiced by a major- 
ity of the breeders is no credit to the 
industry”, he asserted. “Merely buy 
ing a bull and using him on a mis- 
cellaneous collection of purebred 
cows does not constitute intelligent 
breeding. Such breeding requires 
careful study of family character- 
istics, and many mistakes might be 
avoided by such study. The Todd 
herd as you see it today, the source 
of more than one animal of a world- 
wide reputation, is what it is  be- 
cause of the care which these men 
have used in selection of herd sires 
and in choice of females to which to 
mate them. There are too few really 
constructive breeders in the _ busi- 
ness.” Mr. Stimson expressed the 
opinion that in the selection of foun- 
dation stock too much attention has 
heretofore been given to production 
Conformation also should be seriously 
considered, he thought, as the basis 
of selection of such foundation stock. 
Discussing the proposal to hold a 
state sale of Holsteins in which the 
Yakima breeders would take part, 
the owner of Hollywood declared em 
phatically that previous. sales’ by 
breeders west of the mountains have 
been far from creditable to the breed 
because of the inclusion of animals 
of inferior type and consequent low- 
ering of average sale prices. He rec- 
ommended that careful selection be 
made of individuals to go into such a 
sale, if it is held, and that none but 
quality stuff be included. 

Fred S. Martin, superintendent of 
official testing and of cow-testing as- 
sociation work in Washington, whose 
headquarters are at the state college, 
explained the objects and advantages 
of testing, although there were few 
in the audience who were not con- 
vinced of its value and who would 
not do more of it if they felt they 
could afford it or if they could get 
men to do it. Culling out the board- 
ers, enabling the owner to feed more 
profitably, making intelligent the se- 
lection of breeding stock, demonstrat- 
ing the merit of the herd, determining 
the value of the bull, and increasing 
the selling price of females and their 
offspring, were among the _ benefits 
of the work mentioned by Mr. Martin. 
He also announced, under the aus- 
pices of the state college, a school for 
official cow-testers and for men in as- 
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sociation work, which it is hy¢ ;

Chaffee, an attorney of § innyside, 
who is breeding Holsteins and who 
also has an interest in Chief of the 
Ormsbys, presented a “brief” in favor 
of this breed as best adapted to the 
ideal dairying conditions in the Yak- 
ima valley, where unlimited quanti- 
ties of alfalfa, sugar beets and corn 
and sunflowers for ensilage can be 
produced and where, he believed, 
dairying would eventually prove to 
be the logical means for disposal of 
this feed. Mr. Chaffee advocated the 
importation of more purebreds as one 
means of keeping the breed at the 
front. Three members of the Yaki- 
ma Valley Guernsey Breeders’ associa- 
tion were present at the meeting to 
suggest the formation of a Yakima 
Valley Dairymen’s association as a 
branch of the state association, and it 
is more than likely, according to 
County Agent J. N. Price, that such 
a branch will be formed some time 
this season. The state association is 
extremely active on the west side of the 
mountains, but as yet no organiza- 
tion has been attempted in the east- 
ern part of the state. 

C. G. Sprong of Grandview was re- 
elected president of the association, 
and H. C. Davis of Yakima, treasurer. 
J. B. Ames of Ahtanum was chosen 
vice-president, S. V.  Butchart of 
Sunnyside, secretary, and E. B. Marks 
and Alex Todd, directors. 

A review of the past year in Yaki- 
ma Holstein circles shows little done 
in the way of organized “boosting” 
for the breed, but much in the way 
of real progress by performance. 
Some remarkable records have been 
made since the annual picnic a year 
ago, by Yakima bred _ Holsteins. 
Among the most notable of these are 
the accomplishments of several bred 
by Todd & Sons, including Cascade 
Johanna Illustrites, who broke the 
world’s record for milk production 
with 152 pounds in one day; Cas- 
cade Fleta Johanna, who made 956 
pounds of butter from over 30,000 
pounds of milk; and Moxee Johanna 
Korndyke Piebe, who sold in St. Paul 
for $10,000.
